Imagine your 
ancestors back 
in 1927 attend- 
ing what was 
then called 
Leadership 
Week with the theme “Youth in a 
Modern World.” 

“Tt’s just like imagining our posteri- 


ty in 25 years saying, ‘Can you 


believe it? Those must have really 
been the olden days back in 1995 
when they were still using CD Roms, 
E-mail, and the World Wide Web,’” 
said Duane E. Hiatt, director of edito- 
rial and media productions for 
Campus Education Week. 

Nearly every year in the history of 
Education Week a theme has been 
chosen that represents the desire of 
the Latter-day Saints to enhance 
gospel scholarship, self-esteem and 
family relations. Themes over the 
years include “Education for the 
Enrichment of Rural Life” in 1929, 
“Family Togetherness: The Challenge 
of Oury Times” pint 196370 and 
“Education for Mind, Body and 
Spirit” in 1995. 

With its beginning in 1923, 
Leadership Week was first held at 
BYU as a training session for leaders 
in the Church, and was attended by 
3,000 individuals, according to Hiatt.

Edacation Week participants “really 
dofenjoy living in the dorms,” said 
Cla¥dia Vance, head resident of 
DavideJohn Hall in Helaman Halls. 
“It’s;fin to watch them. Lots of sis- 
iergz Mothers and daughters come. 
Old Tgommates come back and live 
together for the week. They even put 
name tags on their doors as they did 
when they were students here.” 

Reservations for on-campus housing 
can be made between February and 
Aprif 15. The Provo Park Hotel 
blocks 60 percent of its rooms for 
Education Week participants. 

“A tot of people do make reséfva- 
tions before they depart for the next 
year, ¥said Dennis Porter, director of 
sales sand marketing. About 65. per- 
cent @f rooms in The Best Western 
Cottdatree Inn in Provo are reserved 
by Edfication Weekyparticipants. 

“We block out for Education Week, 
but we also have family reunions and 
corp§rations as well,” said John 


Bramwell, general manager. 

Many participants try to reserve 
rooms for the next year’s Education 
Week as they check out. “We could 
sell out half of the hotel in August, 
but we’don’t accept reservations until 
January 1.“ 

Most hotels do not accept reserva- 
tions before January | because of the 
BYU calendar changes. Last-minute 
cancellations are a problem for many 
hotels. Seven apartments at the 
Riviera will be filled by Education 
Week participants this year. 

“We can’t give out rooms until a 
month before Education Week, 
although we begin taking names in 
February. Then we know how many 
vacancies we will have,” said Anne 
Irivarry, office manager of the 
Riviera. 

Several people who stay for the 
week at the Riviera lived there as stu- 
dents. “We’ve been around a long 
time. It’s kind of fun to listen to the 
stories of people who lived here years 
ago,” Irivarry said. 

Student residents “are great” to 
Education Week visitors. “The resi- 
dents have been really good,” Irivarry 
said. “They are very nice and make 
the Education Week people feel wel- 
come. They, even invite them to 
Family Home Evening. It’s a good 
experience all around.” 

Silver Fox Campground usually 
receives reservation requests from 
Education Week participants in June 
and July. 

The campground offers electricity, 
sewer, water, cable TV, a laundromat 
and a dump station. 


Low tuition allows many 
to attend Education Week

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With more than 30,000 students 
expegted to arrive for Education 
Week, coordinators say sharing the 
BYU campus with people who 
woulgn’t otherwisé be able to attend 
ihe uiversity is a great experience. 

“It gives us a chance to say thanks 
to people who. support the 
Univbrsity,” said Duane Hiatt, direc- 
tor of editorial and media productions 
in the Division of Continuing 
Education. 

Thé€ theme for the program this year 
is “Education for the mind, body and 
spirit” 

Education Week, which lasts from 
Tuesgay to Friday, will have more 
‘han 4,100 classes, said director Mack 
-almer. 

Edwcation Week instructors include 
Stev@n Covey, author of the best-sell- 
ing Book “Seven Habits of Highly 
Effeetive People.” Covey is also the 
founder of the Covey Leadership 
Centér. Head Football Coach Lavell 
Edwards is also a scheduled lecturer 
at Education Week, as is Hyrum 
Smith, CEO for Franklin Quest Co. 

Thé low cost of a week of classes is 
a befefit to students at Education 
Week, Hiatt said. 

“Te tuition cost is a bargain,” Hiatt 
saida “We want as many people to 


come as possible, and we don’t want 
finances to get in the way of someone 
being able to participate.” 

The cost of tuition for a week, pre- 
registered, is $28. If paid at the door 
on the first day, the weeklong tuition 
is $34. Senior citizens receive a slight 
discount. 

Students can also pay for morning 
or afternoon classes if they cannot 
attend a full day. For those who arrive 
early, additional classes are offered 
Monday. Monday is called Mini-edu- 
cation Week; a full day of classes 
costs $10. Meal tickets for on-campus 
food services are also cost-efficient. 
Cards for two meals a day are $31.50, 
and three meals a day costs $42.50, 
Hiatt said. 

Education Week was never a means 
to make money for the University, 
Hiatt said. The most important thing 
is that the school breaks even. 

“Tt is not a way of promotion and 
advertising. We do receive a lot of 
campus services, but in terms of cash 
outlay, the programs sustain them- 
selves,” Hiatt said.

In 1950, 
Leadership Week was changed to 
June, and in 1973 was changed to 
August when the University switched 
to the semester system. 

The name “Leadership Week” was 
changed to “Education Week” in 
1963 to reflect the change in curricu- 
lum and patrons. 

According to Hiatt, Leadership 
Week focused on developing leader- 
ship skills, while Education Week 
was a more accurate description of 


the all-around educational experience. 

In 1972 the administration of 
Education Week changed from BYU 
to the LDS Church Educational 
System under the direction of Neal A. 
Maxwell, in an effort to include 
Church scholars other than those 
employed by BYU, Hiatt said.

Education Week to accomodate 5,000 youth

A mere 5,000 youth will 
attend classes at Campus. Education 
Week, while 23,000 will participate in 
various Especially for Youth programs 
around the country this summer, said 
Duane Hiatt of Continuing Education. 

Although both programs help to 
build an individual’s testimony, EFY 
was designed for youth. On the other 
hand, Education Week is primarily for 
adults. Youth classes were made to 
accommodate children who came 
with their parents, said Neil Carlile, 
associate director of the program. 

About 10 percent of the Education 
Week classes are for the youth, which 
makes about three an hour, Carlile 
said. 

The classes, geared toward youth 
ages 14 to 20, teach subjects dealing 
with the living gospel, dating, peer 
pressure and maintaining standards. 
There is one youth dance Thursday 


night. 

The EFY programs place more 
emphasis on activities, but also 
instruct participants in a classroom 
setting. 

“Young people like to be active. We 
try to have activities that teach char- 
acter skills, team work, social aware- 
ness, and to help others deal with dif- 
ficulties,” Hiatt said. 

Counselors play a major role in the 
EFY experience. They are older than 
the youth to provide good instruction, 
but young enough that participants 
can still identify with their leaders. 

There will be 23 locations for EFY 
this year, and that number will 
increase next year. Hiatt said. Youth in 
these programs must stay on campus 
during the week. 

However, many of the youth partici- 
pants of the CEW classes are housed 
with their families on campus in 
Heritage Halls, Carlile said. Others 
are local, from Utah Valley or Salt 
Lake City, and commute daily.

Panel looks to solve condo concerns 


tant general counsel. “Nobody’s going 
to be out unless they don’t come in 
and talk to us.” 

The separation policy for condo- 
miniums requires that complexes, 
which originally received exempt sta- 
tus from gender-segregation rules, 
must now either designate whether 
they will house single male or single 
female students, or provide an accept- 
able plan whereby sexes will be sepa- 
rated by buildings or wings. This poli- 
cy has left many condo tenants, and 
also condo owners, in a state of frus- 
tration and confusion. 

“My biggest concern is contradic- 
tion,” said Eric McLaughlin, tenant 
representative for Hampstead 
Condominiums. “It’s interesting to me 
that a bunch of male: students can’t 
live in a girl-approved complex, but a 
bunch of construction workers (or 
non-students) can move in and BYU 
can say nothing about them.” 

BYU has no authority over non-stu- 
dents, said Brent Harker, BYU’s 
director of public communications, 
“If someone owns a condo, we 
wouldn’t want to do anything that 
would hinder them living there,” 
Harker said. 

Other concerns include the effects of 
the policy on ward/stake boundaries. 

“The main problem I face is that I 
don’t know from one day to the next 
who’s going to stay and who’s going 
to leave,” said Van C. Gessel, bishop 
of the BYU 57th ward that includes 
Hampstead Condominiums. Gessel is 
concerned that he’ll be losing “good, 
contributing members” of his ward 
when the male students and two mar- 
ried couples are asked to leave. 

But Thomas, who has been a bishop 
of a BYU ward for three years, said 
he must take inventory regarding his 
ward each year, and the boundaries 
change whether or not there’s a 
change in policy, Thomas said. 

Condominium owners are advised to 
meet and determine the designation of 
their building and to inform the 
Housing Office of those designations 
by Sept. 1. Any contracts that were 
signed prior to the date of announce- 
ment will be honored, and no one is 
being asked to cancel any contracts.

The trial of a Montana man accused 
of killing a gray wolf has been 
rescheduled for Oct. 2 in Billings, 
Mont. 

Chad McKittrick allegedly killed the 
gray wolf on April 24, 1995. It was the 
first wolf to be shot in the 
Yellowstone area since 1926. The 
defendant’s lawyer asked for more 
time to prepare his defense, said 
James Seykora, assistant U.S. 


Attorney. 

“The case is complex and the (court) 
finds the ends of justice served by 
granting a continuance,” Seykora said. 

McKittrick, an unemproyed carpen-

ter, allegedly shot the wolf as a lark 
kind of thing, said Marsha Karle, 
. chief of public affairs in Yellowstone. 


“McKittrick thought the wolf was a 
wild dog and decided to shoot it, his 
friend told him that it was a wolf and 
not a dog, but he shot anyway.” 

The man allegedly skinned the wolf, 
and the hide was found in his home. 
Without the intent of selling the skin, 
the crime is a misdemeanor. The max- 
imum sentence is a $100,000 fine and 
a year in prison, but if the man is con- 
victed he will probably get off much 
easier, Karle said. 

The shooting was out of stupidity 
and is unfortunate, Karle said. 

“The public was really up in arms 
and was ready to lynch him when 

-- they found out the dead wolf was the 

. leader of the Rose Creek pack and the 

father of eight pups,” Karle said. 

_-The pups are now in an acre-size 
_-. pen in Lamar Valley. When they are 
’. strong enough to protect themselves, 
they will be returned to the wild. 

The return of the gray wolf was a 
result of the 1973 Endangered Species 
Act, which required the return of ani- 
mals who had been removed from 
their natural habitats. Yellowstone 
now has 22 wolves and hopes to 
increase the population from 100 to 
150 wolves by 2002, Karle said. 

Wolves are a threat to ranchers. If 
wolves prey on their cattle, ranchers 
are allowed to shoot them.

“Most people don’t ride where 
I ride though. I can ride for three 
hours and not see anyone. In Moab, 
you see someone about every three 
minutes. It’s just too crowded.” 

Local mountain bikers seem to have 
the market on less-crowded trails.

“T’ve gotten a lot of maps to trails 
from people just writing in the dirt. If 
anyone comes into the conversation, 
you stop talking for a while,” he said. 

All is not hidden, however. Some 
local bikers agreed to share their less 
secret, favorite trails. 

Six Waters trail in is one of Jenkins’ 
favorite trails. The trail is located 
near the sulphur Hot Pots in Diamond 
Fork Canyon, a branch of Spanish 
Fork Canyon. Six Waters goes down 
Diamond Fork Canyon to Sheep 
Creek Road and is a more advanced 
trail for an experienced rider. 

Six Waters belongs to a longer series 
of trails, mentioned by both Ohran 
and Jenkins, called the Great Western 
Trail. 

The Great Western Trail was 
designed by the Forest Service to link 
Mexico and Canada. Loyal Clark, 
public affairs director for USDA 
Forest Service has biked some of the 
trails on the Great Western. 

“The Great Western Trail is a corri- 
dor of trails that runs the entire length 
of the State, and can be accessed at 
many different points usually near 
cities,” Clark said. 

The Forest Service started the Great 
Western Trail about six years ago for 
all recreation opportunities. The trail 
was designed to accommodate as 
many recreation users as possible. 
According to Clark, several groups,

The Great Western Trail includes the 
following trail possibilities: Provo 
River Parkway, Heber Valley 
Loop, Daniels Canyon, Utah Lake 
Loop, Timpanokee Road, Lake 
Mountain, Sundance Resorts, Hobble 
Creek, and Squaw Peak Road. 

The Great Western Trails, however, 
are not the only options for good bik- 
ing. 

For the die-hard biker, Millcreek 
Canyon may offer more of a chal- 
lenge than Cascade. Millcreek 
Canyon charges a $1 entrance fee, 
“but it’s worth it,’ Jenkins said. 

The trail is well groomed and climbs 
through wooded forests for most of 
the ride. Jenkins likes the trail specif- 
ically for the climb. 

“It’s about a 6,000 foot incline,” 
Jenkins said. “It passes by two little 
glacier lakes. The highest lake is 
Desolation Lake, about 10,500 feet 
high. 

There are two loops on the trail. 
The lower loop takes about 10 min- 
utes up and back and ends at Dogleg 
Lake. The higher loop ends at 
Desolation Lake and is more suited to 
experienced, well-conditioned riders. 

Not all trails demand a lot of experi- 
ence. The Y trail, or bench trail, is a

shape but not necessarily an expert. 

“The Y trail is the most popular one 
because its the closest and it doesn’t 
get muddy up there,” Ohran said.

A Provo resident learned that free- 
dom and two sticks of gum can be 
almost as valuable as all the food 
dropped to West Berlin during the 
Soviet Blockade of 1948-1949. 

Colonel Gail S. Halvorsen flew 
some of the C-54 cargo planes that 
kept the city of West Berlin fed during 
the Soviet blockade. 

Halvorsen learned how to fly over 
the fields of the Bear River Valley in 
northern Utah. He was the only son 
left to help on the family farm, so he 
could not pursue the normal route to 
obtain a pilots license through a col- 
lege program. 

His opportunity came in 1940 when 
there were not enough pilots coming 
out of the college programs as the war 
in Europe loomed closer. The Federal 
Aeronautics Administration decided 
to have a two-year pilot training 
course outside of the college program. 
It was through this course that 
Halvorsen was trained as a pilot to 
serve in the Army.

America and Great Britain. He won 
honors such as the Cheney Award and 
the Legion Medal of Honor, but his 
greatest accomplishment could have 
been two sticks of gum. 

In 1948 Halvorsen visited with 
about 30 West Berlin children, 
between the ages of eight and 14, 
across the barbed wire that separated 
the two halves of the city. 

He was impressed by their friendly 
lecture on freedom and was touched 
by their love of freedom over their 
gratitude for the food being dropped 
to the city. 

As Halvorsen turned to leave, he 
hesitated, and then gave them the only 
candy he had, two sticks of gum, 
because the children had not had 
candy for over two years. 

The two sticks were torn in half, and 
the children that did not receive gum 
tore off a piece of the wrapper and 
were grateful for just the smell of it. 

The children who had a wrapper 
carefully folded it up and put it in 
their pocket as if it was a $50 bill, 
Halvorsen said. 

After that, he began wrapping up his 
candy rations and dropped them to the

Whenever big businesses or larger 
technological companies expand with 
spin-offs, people are attracted to the 
area, he added. 

Many of those moving into the area 
are looking for a lifestyle change. 
Provo is enticing because of its low 
crime rate and strong sense of com- 
munity. 

“Usually the people who want to 
live here are people who want this 
kind of lifestyle,’ Gleason said. 

In addition, most people moving 
into the area share many of the ideals 
supported by The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, said Steve 
Densley, president of the Provo/Orem 
Chamber of Commerce.

Fehlberg is assuming responsibility 
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Cougar basketball fans lose a hero

Sitting in a fireside two 
years ago listening to a tall, odd-look- 
ing man with a strange accent, I never 


» -knew I would someday be writing his 


*.~nremorial or caring so much about 


this captivating person I shook hands 
with only once. 

But former Cougar basketball icon, 
-Kresimir Cosic, had that kind of 
.affect on people. Not only: was 

Kresimir Cosic (pronounced Chosich) 
one of the most famous basketball 
players to ever put on a Cougar uni- 
form, but he was also one of BYU’s 
most well-known and well-loved indi- 
viduals. 

Kresimir Cosic, international bas- 
ketball star and diplomat, died May 
25th at John Hopkins Medical Center 
due to complications associated with 
non-Hodgkin’s Lymphoma, but for 
those who knew Kresimir, he will live 
on as a fond and cherished memory. 

“Kresimir will never die with real 
BYU basketball fans,” said Gary 
Dayton, BYU barber and close friend 
of Cosic. 

Cosic was recruited to BYU during 
the 1968 Olympics in Mexico City by 
former BYU basketball assistant 
coach and current assistant Athletic 
Director, Pete Witbeck. At seventeen, 


'«Gosic was the star player of the 


Yugoslavian National team and 
~caught the eye of Witbeck with his 
flashy play. 

Because Yugoslavia at that time was 
under Communist rule, getting Cosic 
to BYU was not an easy task. After 
two years of correspondence with 
BYU, it wasn’t until the 1970 World 
Championships in Italy that Cosic 
was able to make a move that would 
change his life and the life of many 
BYU fans forever. 

“Kresimir actually defected at the 
1970 World Championships which 

- Was a great commitment for a young 
-man knowing that he may never get 
back and not knowing what would 


-- happen to his parents and loved ones 


who he had left behind in a 
Communistic country,” Witbeck said. 
“It was almost like a cloak-and-dag- 
ger story to get him out of there.” 

When Cosic arrived at BYU, things 
were a lot different than he ever 
expected. 

“T have to tell you that BYU was 
quite different from what I expected,” 
Cosic once said. “I had heard and 
. seen in the movies what college life 
was like in America. Wild. Then I 
came to BYU, and well, let’s say, it’s 
like the first time someone offers you 
root beer and you think that it must be 
a very good kind of beer. BYU was 


that kind of experience at first. And 
over time, you find it’s better to stick 
with the root beer.” 

Life at BYU was a challenge at first 
for Cosic. Not knowing a word of 
English and coming from a 
Communist country where religion 
was a rarity and the 
Word of Wisdom 
would have been 
considered absurd, 
BYU seemed more 
like “Mars” to the 6711” athlete than 
“Zion”. 

But after a year as a Cougar, Cosic 
became fluent in English and was 
baptized a member of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints by 
LDS scriptorian and personal friend, 
Hugh Nibley. 

“When Kresimir first came to BYU, 
religion and God just weren’t impor- 
tant to him at all,’ Witbeck said. “But 
by the time he left, he was baptized a 
member of the church, translated the 
Book of Mormon into Yugoslavian 
and became the church’s first mis- 
sionary in Yugoslavia before the 
church was even accepted there.” 

“Many athletes who join the church 
here at BYU join because of a girl,” 
Witbeck said. “But Cosic didn’t con- 
vert for any girl, he converted because 
he believed in it. His commitment to 
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the church was unquestionable.” 

Cosic became familiar with the 
church after befriending roommate 
and former BYU tennis star, Zee 
Minicek. Minicek was seriously dat- 
ing the daughter of Hugh Nibley at 
the time and it was she who invited 
him to take then 
discussions. 

“It was 
Spee my daughter who 

started working 
on Kresimir and got him interested (in 
the gospel),” Nibley said. “Soon after 
he came right to my office and we had 
some long talks. Right off the bat, he 
was really on fire with the gospel.” 

That summer, Cosic took a Book of 
Mormon home with him to 
Yugoslavia as a gift from Hugh 
Nibley and came back three months 
later ready to be baptized. 

“Kresimir said he knew a hundred 
reasons why he shouldn’t join the 
church, and only one reason why he 
should — because it was true,” Nibley 
said. 

Though Kresimir’s life off the court 
attracted much attention, it was not to 
overshadowed by his incredible play 
on the court. 

“T’ve been here since 1945 and I’ve 
seen a lot of good basketball players, 
but in my opinion. Kresimir was not 
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Though listed as a center, Cosic 
could legitimately play all five posi- 
tions, and he often did. 

“He was maybe one of the best 
inside men that BYU has ever had, 
and anytime the defense started gang- 
ing up on him inside, he’d just go out- 
side and shoot the corner shot,” said

future NBA greats Drazen Petrovic, 
Toni Kukoc, Vlade Divac and Dino 
Radja. 

This story would be incredible if I 
were to stop here, but Kresimir did 
more than just make a name for him- 
self in the world of basketball. Off the 
court, Cosic translated and published 
The Book of Mormon and assumed 
full responsibility for its contents and 
held himself personally liable before 
the Communist hierarchy. 

“Kresimir was the only one who 
could have brought the gospel into 
Yugoslavia because he was so 
famous,” Nibley said. “He opened 
doors (for the church) everywhere he 
went.” 

Cosic also opened doors for 
Yugoslavia. In 1992, Cosic was 
appointed Croatia’s Deputy 
Ambassador to the United States 
where he effectively promoted 
Democratic ideals and helped the 
Croatian people as they evolved from 
Communism to Democracy. Because 


of his efforts, Cosic was awarded the 
Freedom Award by the United States. 
in recognition of his contributions to 
the principles of freedom and his 


work to bring Democracy and peace 
to his homeland of Croatia. 

“Kresimir was a man of his word 
and a man of deep character,’ Dayton 
said. “He didn’t have to go back to 
Yugoslavia, but he loved his country 
and he showed his loyalty by going 
back. That is why I think he was 
made Ambassador — because he 
could be trusted and he was a man of 
character.” 

After spending three years in his 
official position, Kresimir Cosic 
developed cancer and died at the age 
of 46. 

At his viewing in Croatia, over 
10,000 people showed up to pay their 
last respects to a man who was loved 
by thousands. 

Kresimir’s long-time friend, Gary
